Chicago, July 31— Rare w ar te r­ 
ror and bloodshed bad abated tonight 
after four duys and nig hts of rio t­ 
ing, hut violence continued to occur 
sporadically 
n o tw ithstanding 
an 
array of nearly 10,000 state troops 
and policemen was on active duty in 
the south side negro quarters. 


Three Negroes Die 


Three negroes died today of bul­ 
let wounds, m aking the official cor­ 
rected death list 32, of 
whom 
IS 
were negroes. 
Only one of the three 
was shot today, though a dozen or 
more members of both races were 
wounded in 
the scattered d is t u rb ­ 
ances, most of them of a minor c h a r ­ 
acter. 
There was no shooting by 
troops, who were 
ordered 
on 
the 
streets last night by Covet nor Ix>w - 
den on the request of Mayor T h o m p ­ 
son. 
The negro district was com para­ 
tively quiet tonight, 
The presence 
of the state troops apparently had 
minted the negroes fears, and had 
a salutary effect on disturbing ele­ 
ments among both whites and blacks. 
The troops were well distributed and 
the m ilitary machinery was r u n n in g 
smoothly. 


Food for Black Belt 


F w d supplies were rushed into the 
negro aeetions by cooperation of the 
Wholesale Grocers’ association, 
th** 
police and the troops, 
The Black 
Itelt remained a barred zone where 
whites might not enter and even the 
guarded troops of 
groceries 
were 
driven only to the "dead 
line" 
by 
white chauffeurs who were relieved 
by negro drivers under police e s ­ 
cort. 
Many of the poorer negroes were 
reported in dire need of food and 
without funds, 
Today was pay day 
at the stockyards but negroes feared 
to go there to draw 
their 
wages. 
Thousand* of negroes have not a t ­ 
tempted Jo go to work all the week. 


M ilitia Halt W hites 


Among today's disorders only two 
involved any considerable num ber of 
persons. 
Several hundred whites in 
search of four negroes who had h id ­ 
den In the stockyards ; were driven 
off by militia men with lowered bay­ 
onets after th e whites had d em an d ­ 
ed that the blacks he delivered to 
them. 
N’o casual lief resulted. 
About 400 white men beat one of 
three negroes severely at Forty* se v- 
enth street and 
Vincennes avenue 
this afternoon. The other two, both 
armed escaped after firing 
a 
few- 
shot s. 
No w'hites were wounded. 
A negro was beaten by five white 
men at State and Tw entieth streets, 
Two of the negroes who died today 
were found unconscious on the West 
sld*-, far from the Stouth side negro 
sect ions.

Washington are averaging IOO per 
cent profits on all sales of meat were 
cited today before a senate District 
of Columbia sub-committee investig­ 
ating living costs in the District. 
K. A. Calvin, i* presenting the Cot­ 
ton States official advisory m arket­ 
ing board, told the committee that 
while, tin July I. retail dealers in 
Washington, a cording to figures of 
the department of agriculture were 
paying from is to 19 cents a pound 
for dressed beef, they were disposing 
of the entire carcass at an average 
price of not less than 40 cents a 
pound.
